2. According to the bank records of the undersigned, the $970.00 check which was 
enclosed with the filing (check no. 807890) was cashed on October 29, 1999. 

3. On October 29, 1999, the undersigned received an unofficial postcard filing receipt 
from the U.S. Patent Office, providing the application number "09/403,431" and acknowledging a 
receipt date of October 22, 1999 in the PCT7PTO Branch. A copy of the postcard is enclosed. 

4. On March 24, 2000, Louisa Pineault, a legal assistant working with the 
undersigned, telephoned the PCT Help Desk to inquire about the status of the subject application 
since a "Notice of Missing Requirements" was anticipated and had not been received. She spoke 
with Donna Green, who informed her that the correct application number was "09/403,443," not 
the number shown on the postcard filing receipt. Ms. Pineault was further informed that the PCT's 
on-line tracking system showed that the case had not yet been assigned to a paralegal, and that the 
"Notice of Missing Requirements" would not be issued until the application was assigned. 

5. On November 20, 2000, Ms. Pineault again telephoned the PCT Help Desk 
regarding the status of the subject application. She spoke with Dan Stemmer, who confirmed that 
the application number shown on the postcard was incorrect, that "09/403,443" was the correct 
application number, and that nothing had been mailed to the undersigned in the case. Mr. Stemmer 
promised to attempt to track down the case, and Ms. Pineault was advised to call back in one 
week's time if Mr. Stemmer had not contacted her. 

6. On November 29, 2000, Ms. Pineault called Mr. Stemmer since she had not 
received any further information about the subject application. Mr. Stemmer informed her that he 
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was unable to physically locate the case, and advised her that a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 
should be filed in order to reconstruct the case. 

The undersigned asserts that the enclosed papers are true and correct copies of documents 
which were previously filed on October 22, 1999 in the U.S. Patent Office, and respectfully 
requests that these copies be used to reconstruct the file for the subject application. 

In addition, a signed Declaration of the inventors is enclosed herewith to complete the filing 
formalities. The surcharge of $130.00 under 37 CFR 1.492(e) for furnishing the declaration after 
thirty months from the priority date was paid at the time of filing.
